June Unemployment Rises

Alaska’s unemployment rate rose three-
tenths of a percentage point in June to 7.4
percent, according to Dan Robinson, a labor
economist with the Alaska Department of
Labor and Workforce Development. The
comparable national rate rose seven-tenths
of a percentage point to 6.5 percent.

For the last two years Alaska’s unemploy-
ment rate has increased slightly in June,
although the changes have been small
enough to be within the statistical range of
error. To the extent the changes reflect real
economic events, it suggests that the weak
national economy may be affecting Alaska.
The national job market appears to be luring
fewer Alaskans out of state and perhaps
causing some job seekers to migrate to
Alaska, since it is one of the few states with
consistent job growth over the last few years.

The state’s employment growth has contin-
ued through the first half of 2003. Total June
wage and salary employment was up an
estimated 3,400 jobs over June 2002 for a
growth rate of 1.1 percent. Health care has
led the way, adding 1,600 jobs over that
period. Construction has also shown healthy
growth over the year, as have the eating and
drinking industries. Government has grown
at about the same rate as the total workforce
and is up an estimated 1,000 jobs over the
year.

From May to June the state followed its ex-
pected seasonal pattern and added an esti-
mated 10,700 wage and salary jobs, more
than half of them in leisure and hospitality
industries (hotels, restaurants, etc.) and in
retail trade. Construction, seafood process-
ing, and air transportation also added a sig-
nificant number of jobsin June. Government
employment was down an estimated 2,800
jobs as schools and universities began their
summer break.

Anchorage, Fairbanks and Juneau all saw
higher unemployment rates in June, mirror-
ing the statewide pattern. The Denali Bor-
ough had the state’s lowest unemployment
rate at 4.2 percent. The Wade Hampton
Census Area was the high with a rate of 27.8
percent.
